Shipping Live Fowls. 

1 have seen lately as 1 have seen 
anil commented upon year after 
year, during the shipping for many 
years past, large number of crates 
of live poultry sent by express, the 
crates weighing twice as much as 

necessary. Many times they con- 
sist simply nf a box made nut of lum- 
ber at least an inch thick, the top 
covered with slats or narrow pieces 
of board. he latter often twice as 
thick as necessary. These coons 
should be made just as light as posi- 
to answer the purpose. The 
bottom should be tight, all the rest 
Kitted, and themarrower the slats 
he better. Lathes make the best 
natenal. The coops should not be 
o large that two men cannot handle 
t is better if a slatted partii 
put through the middle, as this de- 
ride* the fowls, putting fewi 
getber and keeps them fror 
sliding into one end of the coo| 
heap it the COOp is tipped upon 
Many fowls arc suffocated be 
of proper precautions not 
taken. Food and water should be 
provided, and the cops should rot 
be overcrowded. Great loss results 
from overlooking the latter prei 
tion. The fowls should be graded 
also, the best grades being put to 
gether and chicks and fowls packed 
separately. Don't pay heavy- 
press charges on boxes mad 
such thick, heavy lumber.— H
